AN ACT to amend section 2432, of Sanborn and
Berryman’s annotated statutes, relating to
circuit courts.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do cnact as follows:

judge to hold any term fixed by law to bhe held

in the circuit in which such vacancy exists, un-

1il such vacancy shall be filled. Whenever the

causes at issue on the calendar at any term of
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a circuit court, for any county, shall exceed one
bundred in number, the judge holding such
court may enter an order that some other cir-
cuit judge, naming him therein, be called in to
aid in the trial of causes; provided, that no
judge shall be so named till he shall have con-
sented to attend the court of the judge making
such order. Whenever any judge shall attend
any such term outside of his circuit, both he
and the judge of the circuit whose court is at-
tended may hold court at the same time, in the
game county, and exercise all the powers of
presiding judge at the term, and they may try
cases separately at the same time; provided.
that both shall not iry cases by jury at the same
time. It shall be the Quty of any circuit judge,
upon an order and request made as herein pro-
vided, to attend and aid in the transaction of
business at such terms so far as in his judg-
ment the proper discharge of his duties in his
giigxmgses own circuit will permit him to do so.
